the alarm was sounded by his younger

brother and a search waa started. The
body was recovered a short distance
from where ho sank within an hour
and physicians endeavored to resus-

citate him but their efforts were of no

avail.
Tbe younger brother became very

much excited and also sank but he was

rescued by men nearby and waa re-

vived by tho physicians.
Neither of the boys could swim.

War Hero, Dies After Long1 Illness
At East Second Street Home.

Mrs. Phoebe Herndon Arthur, wife
of the late Calvert O. Arthur, died at
her home Friday night at 12:15, after
an Illness of several weeks. She was
the daughter of John Beverley and
Mary Forman Herndon, born Septem-

ber 20, 1863. She spent her entire life
of usefulness In Mason county.

She Is survived by six children: Mrs.
O. C. Hankins, of Walton, Ky.; Mr.
Forman Arthur, of Cincinnati, Ohio;
Mrs. Cecil Ellis, Mrs. Maurice Kirk,
Miss Corrlne Arthur and Mrs. John C.

Everett, Jr., of thla city, and four
Alicia and Lee Rank-

ing, I'hoebe Ellis and Ann Kirk. She
alao leaves one brother, Mr. Edward
F. Herndon, of the county.

of this city Is named, waa the first Ma
son county boy to lose his life in
France In 1917.

OLD FEUD MAY BE

BEHIND MURDER OF

WINCHESTER MAN

Detectives Work on Clue Tbut Old.
Fend Between Renaker and Another

Prominent Family .May Haie
Been Renewed.

Working on a clow, the nature of
which they declined to divulge, opera-
tives of the Cal Crlm Detective Bu-

reau Friday night predicted an early
solution of the myBlery connected with
the murde" on Monday night of Leon
Renaker, 37 years old, Winchester,
Kentucky.

Renaker was found dcud In bed on
Tuesday by his wife upon her return
home from Cincinnati.

From the position of his body, Win-

chester officials, authorities of Clark
county and detectives from the Crlm
bureau declare that his murderer stolo
Into the houso and struck him over
the bead whilo ho was seated on the
side of his bed.

Adam Renaker, the murdered man's
uncle, who lives in Covington and who
returnod from Winchester Friday, Baid
he thought the death of his nephew
probably would bo linked eventually
with a feud of long standing existing
between the Renaker family and an
other family well known in the vicin
ity of Winchester. '

The feud was "born" on Hallow
e'en night, 1910, when Chapman Ren
aker, a brother of Leon, was shot and
killed during an argument In which
he drew a knife.

Renaker s assailant was tried In a

Cynthlana (Ky.) court and was sen
tenced to two years in the penitentiary
after pleading e.

Adam Renaker said last night that
the Winchester police were endeavor
ing to trace a man who hud been seen
walking toward home with Renaker
the night he was killed.

One angle being looked into Friday
by officials and Ora Slater and F. D

Curry of the Crlm bureau was a story
told by Mrs. William Phillips, whose
home Is near the Renaker homo.

Mrs. Phillips told the Investigators
that on Monday night Bhe was awak
ened by cries for "help," and other
sounds coming from the Renaker
apartment. . ....

She said that she awakened her
husband, but went back to sleep again
when he told her that she must have
been dreaming.

An effort was being made Friday by
tho authorities to have Mrs. Phillip
recall what other words slio heard ut-

tered In the Renaker home besides the
calls for help.

Mrs. Phillips said she could no re.

member the other words she heard
Detective SIntor said If all other meth
ods failed to recall to the woman the
words uttered he might ask her to
submit to hypnotism.

Along with numerous clues being
run down by thein the Crlm Detective
Bureau Frldoy had an export working
on flngorprlnts found In the dead
man's bedroom. It was thought that
after tbe prjnts have been developed
additional light may be thrown on the
mystery.

It alao was learned Friday that Ren
aker carried an Insurance policy on
his life of $51,000. His wife, according
to Information from Winchester, wa
named aa bis beneficiary. Another
recent act of Renaker shortly before
hla death .was that he made applica
tlon for membership :n a Wlnchestor
church.
